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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for 
an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said, " should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns, " "The disclosure defined by this invention, " "The 
disclosure describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it 
contains the legal term, "said" it repeats information given in 
the title. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically- 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fiato et al . US 4,618,597 in view of Ozin et 
al. US 4,552,855. 

Regarding claim 1, Fiato '597 precipitated unsupported iron 
oxide Fischer-Tropsch catalyst particles (see abstract and 
column 4, lines 20-25) heat treated at about 100-400 or 350 
degrees C (see column 7, lines 11-21) . 

Fiato '597 fails to specifically disclose alpha iron oxide. 

Ozin '855 discloses alpha iron oxide (see Example 1). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use the alpha iron 
oxide of Ozin in the heat treated, unsupported, Fischer-Tropsch 
catalysts of Fiato because Ozin discloses the alpha iron oxide 
for use in Fischer-Tropsch catalyst particles (column 7, lines 
26-32) wherein the use results in largely uniform size (Example 
1) . 

Regarding claims 2-7, Fiato '597 discloses about 100-400 or 
about 350 degrees C (see column 7, lines 11-21) . 

Regarding claims 8, 11-15, and 18-20, Ozin '855 discloses 
greater catalytic activity and selectivity (column 1, lines 20- 
28) , wherein the use results in largely uniform size (Example 
1) . 
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Regarding claims 9-10, Fiato x 597 discloses 1-24 hours (see 
column 7, line 15) . 

Regarding claim 16-17, Ozin discloses 15.1 angstroms 
(Example 1) and Fiato '597 discloses about 100 nanometers (see 
column 4, lines 59-61) . 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure, van der Wal et 
al . US 4,459,370 discloses a process for preparation of iron 
oxide catalyst comprising precipitation (see abstract and 
Examples) .
